Utdrag av brev fra Norge datert 13 des.: 

“Misjonsprest Wiirak kom 24 november 
til Oslo efter en spennende, men forøvrig 
heldig reise til Petsamo i Nord-Finnland. 
Derfra kom han med en fiskekøite til Var¬ 
dø, og saa tok han hurtigruten til Trond¬ 
heim. .. . 

Vi nærer ikke engstelse for noen av vaare 
misjonærer paa misjonsmarken, men i leng¬ 
den virker det trykkende at vi ikke faar 
høre det aller minste. Det beroliger oss 
aa vite at innsamlingen i de lutherske kir¬ 
ker i U.S.A. vil skaffe tilstrekkelig midler 
for misjonærenes ophold og for en del av 
det aller viktigste arbeide. .. 

Det er forresten gripende aa legge mer¬ 
ke til hvordan kjærligheten til og interessen 
for hedningmisjonen holder sig vesentlig u- 
svekket. .. Det viser sig at for det over¬ 
veiende flertall av vaare foreningen og ven¬ 
ner er selve misjonsarbeidet blitt ett med 
deres kristentro og -liv. Aa opgi det ene, 
vil si aa opgi begge deler. I den retning 
har det virket sterkt at forkynnelsen i de 
senere aar mer bevisst har lagt an paa aa 
bygge misjonsarbeidet paa evangeliets 
grunnvoll — d.v.s. forkynne misjonsgjer- 
ningen som det ledd den virkelig er. 

Bortsett fra at en del forsamlingshus er 
rekvirert til innkvartering, har arbeidet 
foregaatt uten hindringer og vanskeligheter. 
Bare at blendingen gjør møter om kvelden 
vanskelig i den tid det ikke er maanelyst. 
Ydelsene til misjonsarbeidet flyter fremde¬ 
les jevnt inn... 

I aandelig henseende ser det ut til at 
stillingen i Norge er vesentlig uforandret. 
Paa den ene side er der betydelig interesse 
for aa høre Guds ord. Samlingen til guds¬ 
tjenester og møter er jevnt over god. Paa 
den annen side er vide kretser av vaart 
folk grepet av materialismens aand. Noen 
vekkelse — i all fall av større omfang —- 
er ikke meldt, men lokal bevegelse fore¬ 
kommer. Særlig er dette tilfelle paa Sunn¬ 
møre. Det som volder mest bekymring er 
bitterhet og hat som synes aa vokse frem 
og mer og mer ta makten — ogsaa blandt 
kristne. Godt er det allikevel aa kunne 
legge alle ting i den allmektige Guds hen¬ 
der.” — “Lutheraneren.” 


Fra Montreal Sjømandshjem 

Fra sjømandsprest Berge Øverland har 
vi faat os tilsendt en rundskrivelse fra hvil¬ 
ken vi citerer følgende: 

“Denne bostavn er vor, 
og vi elsker den for 
hvad den var, hvad den er, 
hvad den bliver igjen.” 

Krigen avbrøt all vaar forbindelse med 
hjemlandet, og alle de aviser og ukeblader, 
m.v. vi før hadde faait, forsvandt lit ef¬ 
ter lit fra hyllene. En hjelp var det alltid 
aa faa Nordisk Tidende, og senere Meddel¬ 
elser fra skipsfartsdirektøren, samt endel 
svenske aviser. Men det blir ikke det sam¬ 
me. Og mang en gang har blikket streifet 
avishyllen og faatt et vemodig slør over sig. 
Den tomme hylle er et stumt vidnesbyrd 
om hvor avstengt eller utestengt en egent¬ 
lig er. 

Det samme gjør sig gjeldende naar en ten¬ 
ker paa postgangen. Brev var kjære før, 
men er blitt dobbelt kjære nu, da det gaar 
optil et halvt aar før en faar svar, eller 
hører et livstegn, om en da i det hele hører 
noe. I hele aaret har vi her ikke mottatt 
mer enn 299 brev til sjøfolk, mens vi har 
sendt 431. Jeg har talt med folk som har 
sendt over tyve brev, uten aa ha faatt svar 
paa ett av dem. Men de vedblir aa skrive. 
For ett maa da vel komme hjem. Og det 
er fremfor alt hjemmet som lever i tanken. 
Det gjorde det før og, men aldri i den grad 
som nu, naar en er stengt ute fra det, bru¬ 
talt revet bort fra de en holder av og som 
idag lider vondt. Det verste er nesten 
uvissheten. 

Hvor godt er det ikke da aa kunne hol¬ 
de aapent noe av et norsk hjem her i ut¬ 
landet! Og det er det sjømannskirken 
gjerne vilde være. Den er en kirke, som 
paa samme tid er et hjem. Derfor blir 
ogsaa vaare sammenkomster alltid noe av 
hjemmet og noe av kirken, eller de skulde

ATTENTION PASTORS 
IMPORTANT 

Some time ago a letter was sent out from 
the Canadian Lutheran Commission for 
War Service requesting information as to 
the number of Lutheran men enlisted in 
the fighting forces of the country. So far 
reply has been received from only about 
one third of the Lutheran pastors in Can¬ 
ada. Please note that this matter is urg- 
ent. The possibility of appointment of 
Lutheran chaplains depends upon the num¬ 
ber of Lutherans who are enlisted. The 
rolls of the armed forces merelv indicate 
adherence to the Roman Catholic Church 
or the Church of England. All others are 
lumped together under “other denomin- 
ations.” 

We have been told by authorities that 
the number of Lutherans in the armed 
forces is very small, not big enough tb 
warrant the appointment of Lutheran 
chaplains. It is up to us to prove that 
this is not true. The returns thus far re¬ 
ceived indicate that there is a considerable 
number of Lutherans in the armed fprces, 
and that the Lutheran Church should be 
entitled to some chaplaincies. 

Please notify Rev. K. Holfeld, 1948 Ot¬ 
tawa St., Regina, as to the enlistment of 
men who by confirmation or baptism should 
be counted as Lutherans. Also such men 
who may not hold formal church member- 
ship should be included. If you know of 
none, answer Rev. Holfeld’s letter anyway.

Og den beste takk jeg 
har faatt i saa maate er ved siden av brev 
og direkte samtaler, den lydhørhet en all¬ 
tid finner for evangeliet. En tid som den 
vi gjennemlever skaper mange problemer 
for troen. Og det kommer ogsaa frem. 
Troen paa rettferdighet er satt paa en 
haard prøve. Men gjennem det hele lever 
ogsaa haapet og troen paa frigjørelse og- 
gjenløsning, en tro som bunner sig paa Guds 
kjærlighet i Kristus. Det har vist sig, ikke 
bare ved de vanlige sammenkomster her 
paa kirken, og ved samtaler, men ogsaa ved 
de særlige anledninger, hvor vi er blitt min¬ 
net om tilstanden der hjemme, kampen, og 
forholdene efterpaa. 

De linjer som er citert overfor denne be¬ 
retning, har for mig iaar faatt en ny og 
dobbelt betydning. Klarere enn før har de 
gitt utrykk for vaare følelser overfor Norge 
nu i denne vanskeliige tiden. Før snakket 
vi mindre om dette, og sang vi det, betyd¬ 
de det saa lite i farten. Men idag betyr 
det noe mer. Det er en virkelighet vi op- 
lever, hvor vaar kjærlighet til landet, for 
hvad det var og er, og for hvad vi tror 
det skal bli igjen, maner oss til aa sette 
noe inn. Og vaare sjøfolk, de kjenner det 
bedre enn noen anne, og lever efter det, der 
de daglig setter livet inn for Norges sak 
idag. 

Men linjene har ogsaa staatt levende for 
mig i forbindelse med sjømannskirken. Den 
er en bostavn her ute, hvor det norske flag 
fremdeles vaier og viser veien. Og den er 
vadT, sier sjømannen. De sier ikke de el¬ 
sker den. De har det mindre med aa si 
slikt. Men naar jeg tenker tilbake paa det 
a aret som gikk, saa er det med takk i hjer¬ 
tet for de mange ganger jeg i virkeligheten 
fikk se at de holdt av kirken sin, og satte 
noe inn for det de gjerne vilde den skulde 
bli, en norsk bostavn her ute, kirke og hjem 
for enhver som vil dele sin glede, sin sorg, 
sitt haap, og sin tro med landsmenn.

I. Joh. Aab. 13 finder vi at de som 
ønsker at leve, baade smaa og store, rike 
og fattige, frie og trelle faar et merke, en¬ 
ten i sin pande eller i høire haand, for at 
kunne kjøpe og selge. Dette hører endnu 
fremtiden til, men der er tendenser og tegn 
i vor tid som antyder at “dyrets merke” ikke 
er saa fjernt som vi maaske er tilbøielige til 
at tro. 

Vi lever i diktatorernes tid. Ikke mange 
aar tilbake hersket personlig frihet inden alle 
land. Saa er det ikke lenger. Nu er det 
slut paa talefrihet, trykkefrihet, samlings- 
frihet, folkedomstoler, og stemmefrihet i 
mange av verdens civiliserte land. Nu be¬ 
stemmer et individ ikke lenger selv sit livs- 
kald. Privat eiendom og private forret- 
ningsforetagender avskaffes og overtages av 
staten. Selv barna er ikke lenger familiens, 
men statens eiendom. Det frie demokrati 
blir mere og mere indskrenket og jernbeslaat. 
Arbeidsløshet og nødhjelp hører til det al- 
mindelige. Nationale indtegter kommer til¬ 
kort, og uhyre underbalancer vokser med 
uhyggelig fart. 

Historien viser at det var netop denne 
slags forholde som foraarsaket at diktatorer 
kom til magten i Europa i gamle saavelsom 
moderne tider. Det demokratiske styre kun¬ 
de ikke løse de økonomiske problemer. Ar¬ 
beidsløshet hersket overalt, pengesystemet 
blev sprengt ved “inflation”, produktionen 
var i stadig nedgang, og yderlig fattigdom 
knuget folkene. Synd og uterlighet frem¬ 
stod i sine krasseste former fordi alle var i 
nød, og gjorde hvadsomhelst for at faa mat. 

I slike opløsningstider blir folk grepet av 
motløshet og fortvilelse, og falder let i hen- 
derne paa principløse ledere som paatar sig 
at helbrede og at dirigere det økonomiske 
liv for millioner av mennesker ved anvendel¬ 
sen av politiske patentformularer. Dette er 
imidlertid den sedvanlige indledning til fuld- 
blods diktatorstyre som ikke respekterer an¬ 
den lov og ret end det som direkte gavner 
staten, eller rettere diktatoren selv. 

Naar folk ikke lenger tar Gud med i 
beregningen vil materialismens aand i de 
økonomiske forhold snart drepe friheten ved 
at kvele den i forvirringens labyrint. Ut- 
faldet er bestandig skjebnesvangert. Og 
utviklingen idag under diktatorernes jern- 
haand stiller i utsigt et meget mørkt billede 
for fremtiden. 

Endnu er det ikke kommet til det at de 
uforbeholdent krever tilbedelse som guder. 
Naar det sker-maaske i en forholdsvis ner 
fremtid-vil der spørges om vi er ferdig til at 
tilbe dem eller den som da har magten til 
at gi eller tilbakeholde retten til at kjøpe og 
selge. Masserne av folket som nu foragter 
den levende Gud og hans frelsende evange¬ 
lium, vil med glede ta imot “dyrets merke” 
fordi de ikke fatter andet end materiel ge¬ 
vinst. Men du som tror Gud er almegtig, 
og vil vere hans barn, vil du ogsaa følge 
efter “dyret”? Eller vil du bli tro mot 
Gud, om det saa skal koste dig dit legemlige 
liv og alt du eier her i verden?

What Can We Do for the Boys 

Who are Leaving for Camp?

' 1. Formulate some definite, sys- 
tematic plan by which young people 
and other members of the congre- 
gation are to write to the boys. Mail 
time is a time of great excitement 
for the boys at camp. Don’t have 
everyone write at once. It is better to 
assign the various members of the 
Luther League, for instance, to dif¬ 
ferent dates on which to mail letters 
or cards. 

One plan is to hand out penny post- 
cards during the young people’s mee- 
ting and take time out for each one 
to write something to the boys at 
camp. If there are several, a few 
Leaguers may write to each one. 
One of the League officers should 
then collect all the cards and take 
carq to mail them at different in- 
tervals uptuntil the time of the next 
League meeting. 

2. Supply the boys with stationary 
and stamps. 

3. Send small personal gifts such 
as hankerchiefs, toilet articles, etc. 
from time to time as reminders of 
friendship and thoughtfulness. 

4. Sponser subscriptions to the 
Church papers and also send the local 
church bulletin to the boys at camp. 

5. Suggest that the families of the 
boys have copies of the same “Service

6. Send attractive pamphlets and 
tracts to be read and passed on to 
others. These must be very carefully 
selected. To purchase recommended 
tracts write to the National Lutheran 
Council Service Men’s Service, 915 
Metropolitan Bank Building, 2nd 
Ave.

7. Undertake a definite project of 
prayer on behalf of the boys. Their 
temptations are many—perhaps even 
greater in number and urgency than 
you can imagine. But remember that 
God is able to keep those who are 
His own and to perfect the gracious 
work of the Holy Spirit in each 
heart. First, last and always, remem¬ 
ber the boys before the Throne of 
Grace. No other service you can do 
for them can possibly compare to this 
Christian privilege. 

8. Pastors, we particularly com- 

mend to you the spiritual shepher- 
ding of your own boys. Have a heart 
to heart talk with them before they 
leave, on matters relating to their 
military service and more especially 
to their relationship with Christ. 
Write to the boys in camp. Others 
may write of other things; but the 
boys appreciate letters which show 
that their pastor is concerned about 
them spiritually. This is touchingly 
indicated by the following excerpts 
from letters received by a Minneapo¬ 
lis pastor: jj

know that my pastor was interested 
in me.

Camrose Lutheran Bible Institute 
Conducts Bible Fellowship Week 

February 17 to 23 inclusive marks 
another epoch in the early history of 
the Canadian Lutheran Bible Insti¬ 
tute. This venture was suggested at 
the Nov. board meeting, and plans 
were left to the Dean and fellow- 
instructors. At the very outset many 
former students and pastors from 
three cooperating synods were in at- 
tendance. In all fourteen pastors vi- 
sited the institution during the week, 
and most of them had some part in 
the program, either by studies or the 
presenting of very important topics. 
The three instructors at the school 
gave regular instruction: Pastor Pe¬ 
terson taught Mark, Pastor Rude 
Daniel and Pastor Bernhardson, the 
Dean, ‘The Historical Unity of the 
Bible.’ The afternoons were given 
over to most important discussion. 
Pastor Vinge, of Ryley, presented a 
very challenging study on ‘Sects’. He 
stressed the need of being alert to the 
dangers of our times. Also that as 
we near the ‘END TIME’, false teach¬ 
ers will increase. These are often 
disguised as angels of light, use 
Christian terminology, and boast 
super spirituality. 

Rev. Vinge pointed out that false 
teachers have two marks: One is 
that they often separate God’s child- 
ren — put a wall between them. 
And that cannot be of God. The 
second mark is that they preach a 
plus-Gospel. That is, there is 
something plus the Christ of Cal- 
vary. This plus, they say, will give 
one more peace and power, and it is 
advisable to go all the way with the 
Lord. They seemingly forget that a 
Christian is “complete in Him” 
(Christ). Those who have Christ 
have all. 

Another characteristic is that they 
are seldom found on the frontiers, 
but usually come where other wor- 
kers are already in the field. Especi- 
ally is this so where there are in- 
dications of awakening. They are of¬ 
ten insincere and say that their only 
desire is the salvation of souls, while 
in reality they have a sectarian axe 
to grind. 

The best way to meet them is to 
indoctrinate the people, not only with 
a head-knowledge, but with a 
heart-knowledge. It often becomes 
necessary to point out the ‘wolf.’ To 
expose the false teacher when he is 
known to be false is the duty of the 
true shepherd. 

This topic was so timely and 
challenging that the pastors all met 
following the session, and voted to 
have it published in as many papers 
as possible. Also to have it printed in 
pamphlet form to be distributed by 
the pastors or the Book Mission. 

The Bible Fellowship Week con- 
cluded on Sunday, Feb. 23rd, in the 
local church. Pastor S. J. Rude spoke 
on the text: “The Word of God Shall 
Stand Forever”. He pointed out its 
uniqueness as to authorship, content, 
unity, circulation. He also showed its 
influence upon literature, religion, 
social and political life, and pointed 
out that it was the One Book for all 
the world, and stressed the need of 
its use in our day of chaos. A sub- 
stantial offering was lifted for the 
building fund. The institution is to be 
completed in the summer. This was 
the decision of the recent board 
meeting. 

Pastor Bernhardson spoke in the 
evening, choosing Eph. 6: lOff. as 
his text. He stressed the necessity of 
being prepared to stand against the 
oncoming evil forces, as already seen 
in all kinds of falsehoods under the 
cloak of spirituality. 

This was a grand week for the 
Canadian Lutheran Institute. Our 
host of f rien ds will be looking for¬ 
ward to another week like this. Dur¬ 
ing July 14 to 27th the Institute con¬ 
ducts a Bible Camp at Sylvan Lake. 

This work is a “Faith Venture”, 
and a most worthy cause to support.

“If ye keep my commandments, ye shall 
abide in my love; even as I have kept my 
Father’s commandments, and abide in His 
love” (John 15:10). 

Faith is turbulent and living. It is a gift 
from God. It is the gift whereby we per- 
sonally receive His other gifts. Thus to 
believe is to receive. 

But where faith is there is life. No more 
than life can be dead and still be life, can 
true faith be dead and still be faith. Where 
there is living faith, that faith will be de- 
monstrated by movement, by activity, by 
growth. 

In fact, living faith and obedience go hand 
in hand. Hence it can even be said that 
to believe is to obey. That is why Jesus 
speaks so much in this chapter of obedience. 

In one of the opening meditations in this 
series on the 15th chapter of John appeared 
the statement that there are in this discourse 
by Christ some declarations that make one 
feel very uncomfortable. The writer re- 
alizes this more clearly now than he did 
when he wrote that statement. 

Glorious are the Gospel promises of sal¬ 
vation. Joyful are the glad tidings of God’s 
grace in Christ our Savior. Loving and 
tender is the invitation to receive the free 
gift of eternal life. Simple is the way: 
“Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” 

But “if any man be in Christ he is a new 
creature.” In this chapter Christ speaks 
of those who are in Him. In this verse He 
describes those who are abiding in Him as 
obedient to His commandments. No one 
will be saved by keeping the commandments, 
but those who are saved are as new creat- 
ures to keep them. 

It is no easy standard of obedience that 
Christ sets up. Our pattern is His own 
obedience: “even as I have kept my Fa- 
ther’s commandments, and abide in His 
lov-’.” 

Who of us have been obedient even as 
Christ was? 

Lord, be merciful to us sinners. 

Lord, we thank Thee that Thou hast 
had mercy on us, and hast given us a Great 
High Priest who is touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities, and is at Thy right hand 
interceding for us. 


Christian Youth as Workers 
with Christ 

Christians are spoken of in Scripture as 
those who are “working together with 
Christ.” One phase of this “working to¬ 
gether with Christ” is clearly discussed by 
Odd Gornitzka in his booklet, “Ten 
Studies in Personal Evangelism.” He 
writes as follows: 

“In the ministry of witnessing we should 
begin at ‘Jerusalem’. That means, to 
many of us, at the most difficult place. 
The ministry in that particular sphere must, 
above all, be a ministry in ‘living for Jesus 
a life that is true.’ Young people have 
asked what they can do to win an unbeliev- 
ing father or mother for Christ. It is not 
easy to ‘preach’ to one’s own, especially to 
one’s parents. In fact, there should not be 
any preaching. There should be ‘much 
living.’. 

But even though we do not encourage 
any ‘preaching’ in the home, we do not 
thereby eliminate the humble testimony 
brought at the opportune time. That may 
be in connection with joys or sorrows as they 
visit every home. To be able to point to 
the Source of all joy afs well as to the ever 
present Helper in all trials may be a means 
of bringing members of the household to 
Christ. Parents who know Christ are, of 
course, the priests of God to their own 
children. It is their privilege to lead the 
children into the riches which are already 
theirs in Holy Baptism. Through teach- 
ing, admonitions and warnings, as well as 
personal testimony, they are to bring Christ 
to them. Such opportunities belong to all 
parents. Material things must not come 
first, but the Kingdom of God and His 
righteousness. 

“It is tragic when one hears from the lips 
of members of the church, possibly those up 
in years, “No one ever spoke to me about 
my soul.” There we are gathered about 
spiritual things and there should be the 
greatest opportunities to converse about the 
things of the soul. Yet how seldom it is 
done. I have listened to the sermon on 
Sunday morning and some truth has come 
to my heart. How natural it ought to be 
to bring this up in conversation after the 
sermon or at some afternoon coffee party. 
I know that we are by nature reserved; 
we also feel that the mention of spiritual 


things would not be welcome. How mis- 
taken we are. There are more souls hunger- 
ing for opportunities to ‘open up’ to a 
fellow traveler than we realize. Just a 
little reference as suggested may break the 
ice. 

“Then there is the opportunity for the 
more mature Christians in the church to 
follorv the nervly confirmed rvith a keen 
interest and to serve them both in definite 
intercession as well as in loving counsel. 
There would not be such a ‘leak’ in the 
membership as far as the young folks are 
concerned i f the older members did more 
of personal work. What a splendid point 
of contact we have in the confirmation 
service with its promises and blessings! In 
one of our congregations the Christian 
women have organized into a group accept- 
ing responsibility for each member of the 
class. They place one member each on the 
prayer-list and keep a watchful eye on that 
individual, assisting with Christian counsel 
and guidance. This is personal evangelism. 

“The Luther League ought to furnish a 
fine setting for personal soul-winning, 
especially as we consider the fact that the 
object of the League is to ‘win and hold 
the young people for Christ.’ The topics 
discussed will afford splendid points of 
contact and make approach easy. We must 
have an eye for opportunities. Though the 
salesman may talk about many things as 
he enters the store, his objective is primarily 
to make a deal. So we must in the midst 
of all our activity have it as our aim to 
‘make a deal’ for Christ by bringing our 
friends to Him, or at least to introduce Him 
as our best and indispensable Friend and 
Savior. 

“What we have said about the Luther 
League may be applied to all organizations 
of the church. After all, there is no excuse 
for any organizaiion in the church of Christ 
in rvhich there is not room for direct soul- 
I vinning Tvorl, f. ...”
